PACIFIC CABLE BILL. 
PROBABLY DEAD THIS SESSION.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.) If any hope remains for 
the passing of the Pacific Cable Bill 
this session diligent inquiry fails to 
reveal it. The dill passed by the Sen- 
ate last session is hung up in the 
House Committee on Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce, and the committee 
is so hopelessly divided that no satis- 
factory report may be expected, even 
if Speaker Henderson will permit the 
matter to be presented. 

The Senate bill provided for the con- 
struction of the cable under govern- 
ment eupervision, to be operated by 
the Navy Department. A majority of 
the House committee, it is said, are in 
favor of the bill authorising the cabie 
to be laid by private corporation, the 
government to pay a yearly lump sum 
for service.

Sixthly, she was a peacemaker. In jin- 
ternational affairsashe used her influence 
to preserve peace among the nat!ons, 
and among individuals she often re- 
moved estrangemcnts by tact and affec- 
tion. Seventhiy, the sense cf her re- 
ibility to God was strang in her 
soul.

HE deaf and dumb of Los Angeles 

and Peradena, enjoyed a memoria 

‘service to Queen Victoria at 8t. 
Paul’s.Cathedral kindly conducted by 
Prof. H. R. Reaves of New York City, 
Mrs. E. Andrews orf Chicago, and Prof. 
Charies Kerney of Indianapolis, for 
Rev. Thomas Widd, yesterdey after- 
noon—a novel sight to those not fa- 
miliar with their bea.uciful sign lan- 


guage. 

The following anecdote was given in 
Mr. Kerney’s paper: There was a lit- 
tle girl, nanied izabeth Groves, born 
deaf and dumb in the reighb rhood of 
Osborne House. Her father was post- 


standing at his door when a doner 
appeared and colied his attention to 
the fact that it was about to rain; 
that Queen Victoria and the Prince 
Consort were some distance off, and 
had no umbrella. Her father went 
after them, and, es it was raining, of- 
fered the use the umbreila. The of- 
fer was accepted, and he was uested 
to accompany the Queen and Prince ty 
Osborne House. He did so, and the 
fov>! pair spoke pleasantly to him on 
the road. hen her father reached 
Osborne Houre with the Queen and 
Prince, he was sent to the kitchen, and 
some refreshments were given him. In 
a while, $25. The umbrella ts now in 
the possession of her brother, though 
it ie all the worse for wear. 

Through the Queen's influence the 
deaf mute girl was sent to the Institu- 
tion for the Deaf and Drrnb in London. 
Here she was favorably known as ‘the 
Queen's child.” She was afterward 
married to a deaf Londoner. Previous 
to her marriage she made the aes 

rt of the woolen boots and clothing 
or the royal children, and other ar- 
ticles for Victoria's own wear. The 
front room at her father’s postoffice 
was usually eet out with her Berlin 
wool work, and the een never vis- 
ited Osborne House without coming to 
the poOstoffice and purchasing the whole 
of the stock. The royal family at this 
time were only young, and needed 
many woolen articles of dress.
